There  were  two  epidemics  during  the  37-oar.  In  Januar37-, 
approximate  137-  a third  of  the  population  were  affected  v/ith  Influenza. 
In  general,  the  disease  Y/as  of  a mild  t37"pe  . In  the  Summer  and 
..iUtumn,  Measles  was  prevalent.  57  cases  were  notified  but  there  v/ere 
no  deaths  . 

Onl37-  tv7o  cases  of  tuberculosis  v/ore  reported  during  the  3roar . 

The  Mass  Radiograph3r  Unit  of  the  Jelsh  Regional  Hospital  Board 
visited  the  toYm,  .a.  total  of  738  people,  man37-  from  outside  the 
Borough,  -were  X ra3red.  No  definite  case  of  tuberculosis  xYas 
detected  though  58  cases,  mainl3/-  of  dust  diseases,  v/ere  recalled  for 
special  examination. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  occured.  Immunisation  against  this 
disease  v/as  undertaken  b-T-  the  general  practitioners.  In  addition 
to  Measles,  the  onl37-  other  inf octiousdisoasos  notified  v;ere  ten 
cases  of  Uhooping  Cough,
